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In the Foreign News-Papers, mention has often been 
made of Jate of Count Marfigli’s having printed in 
Switzerland a Vindication of his Conduct in the 
Siege of Brifac; the laft Mail from Holland 
brought over a printed Copy of that Vindication ; 
a Tranflation of which will, ‘tis prefum’d, be ac- 
ceptable to the Publick, and therefore we infert 
the firft Part of it in this Courant, defigning to 
give the reft in the fucceeding. 


Was actually guarding the Poft of Elzach in the 

black Forreft, when [I receiv’d a Letter from 
Prince Lewis of Baden, Lieutenant Gencral of his 
Imperial Majefty’s Armies, dated the roth of Decem- 
ber 1702. in which his moft ferene Highnefs order’d 
me to go to Brifac, to view the Fortifications of it, 
and take Notice what was wanting to put it into a 
Condition of making 2 vigorous Defence, and after 
that to act in my proper Station of Major General, 
f{ubordinate to Lieutenant General Count Philip of 
Arco, Governour of the Place. 

Arriving there the 13th of the fame Month of De- 
cember in the Night, and the following days taking 
a careful Survey of the Condition of the Town, I 
found it ill furnifh’d with Artillery, viz. with but 40 
Pieces of Cannon, and moft of thofe wanting Carri- 
ages, Wheels, or other things. I found there were no 


Miners, Pioneers, Gunners, or Ingeniers inthe Place :. 


And that the Garrifon confifted of no more than 1744 
Soldiers : Some time after that Number was aug- 
mented by my Regiment of 804 Men: But among 
them there was not one Troop of Horfe, which are 
known to be fo neceffary for Sallies. 1 found that 
the Fortifications on the Land-fide wanted repairing 
very much; and that there were none at all on the 
fide lying upon the River. Which fide I perceiv’d 
was neceflary to be fortified; as being wholly expos'd 
to the Iflands the Enemy have in the Middle of the 
Rhine, and to Fort Mortier fituate on the other fide 
of that River. 

Having view'd the Place, I fent a very exact Ac- 
count of all I had obferv’d to the Prince of Baden, 
the 18th of December 1702. and the 1ft and 13th 
of January 1703. with a Propofal for remedying all 
the foremention’d Inconveniences, and a Plan of that 
vaft Fortrefs, in which I had mark’d with Dots the 
Works I propos’d. to make. 

Let the State I found the Place in, be compar’d 
with that it ought to have been in, purfuant to the 
Refolutions of the Diet at Ratisbon, and the Orders 
afterwards given by the Prince of Baden ; and the 
Difference will appear to be too great, not to con- 
vince any Man of the Danger to which the Place 
was expos'd. 

The Diet refolv’d that a ftanding Garrifon of 8000 
effective Men fhould be put into it, 84 Pieces of 
heavy Cannon, and 8 Mortars, with fufficient Am- 
munition, Officers, Workmen, &c. Afterwards, the 
Prince of Baden, as Governour General of the Fron- 
tier of the Rhine, by an ample Order, did not only 
acknowledge the Neceffity (during the War,) of the 
Number of the Garrifon eftablith’d by the Dier, and 
even of a greater, but expresfly directed that the 
Place fhould be provided with more Artillery, that is 
o fay, with 130 or at the leaft 120 Pieces of Cannon, 
and 12 or 1§ Mortars, and proportionably greater 


Stores of Ammunition, with Officers, &c. fuirable. 
Whereas in Time of Peace, he judg’d a Garrifon of 
5000 Men fufficient for the Place. The Refolution 
of the Diet, and the Order of the Prince of Baden, 
may be feen in a printed Book intituled Exropeifchen 
Stars Cantzley. Pag. 444. 445. 

The Prince of Baden return’d no Anfwer to the 
Account I fent him, nor to feveral Inftances I took 
the Liberty to make to him in a Letter I inclos’d in 
it : In which I incerted thefe very Words. ‘ I moft 
* humbly intreat your moft ferene Highnefs, to fend 
‘ me, asa very fingular Favour, an Order, by which 
‘Imay regulate and juftify my own Condud, in 
* Cafe on any Occafion the Service of our moft gra- 
* cious Mafter be not fufficiently perform’d; to the 
‘End that hereafter I may not, tho’ innocent my 
* felf, be made to anfwer for the Faults of others. 

My Zeal went further. I made Application di- 
rectly to the Court of Vienna : I wrote to his Impe- 
rial Majefty, tothe King of the Romans, and to {e- 
veral Minifters ; and notwithftanding for the more 
fure Conveyance of my Lecter, I direéted them to 
Mr. Breitenbucher, the Agent of my Regiment, who 
with his own Hand deliver’d that directed ro the 
King of the Romans to his Excellency the Count de 
Lamberg, his Majefty’s great Huntfman, he could 
obtain no Anfwer, till after the Surrender of Brifec, 
as I fhall thew by and by. | 

Mean time, feeing the Seafon advance, and the 
French grow numerons in that Part of the Country, 
I had the more caufe to apprehend the Enemy had a 
Defign on Brifac, the Defence of which was indeed 
entrufted to the Count d’ Arco, but the Care of re- 
pairing the Fortifications was committed to me. 

Wherefore, without further Delay, I apply’d my 
felf with all Diligence to get fome Works made, acd 
fot want of Pioneers employ'’d the Soldicrs of the 
Garrifon, (augmented as I faid by 804 Men of my 
Regiment, which were fent in by Order of rhe Prince 
of Baden,) tho’ they were in a miferable Condition, 
and difcontented for Want of Pay. 

While the Works were carrying on, the Count of 
Arco, either yielding to the Intreaties of the Townf- 
men and Burgo-Mafters, who very unwillingly bore 
the neceffary Charge of thoie Works; or not be- 
lieving the Place would be befieg’d fo foon, judg’d 
my Zeal to be unfeafonavle, and the Authority I 
took upon me in directing the Works, to be exorbi- 
tant: He began a Quarrel with me upon it, and 
carried it fo high, that on the 18th of Match, 1703. 
he put me under Confinement, from which I was 
not releas’d till tbe 3d of May following. 

The Governour complain’d that I made the Gar- 
rifon {pend their Strength in needlefs and fuperfluous 
Labour ; and probably it was what he reprefented 
to the Prince of Baden ; which Reprefentation, 1 be- 
lieve, induced his moft Serene Highnefs to have no 
Regard to the Inftances that I caus’d to be madé, 
that the Matter might be examin’d, that after he 
had feen fuch Examination he might decide the Dif- 
ference between the Count of Arco and I. 

If my Subordination to the faid Count were not 
otherwife evident ; it appears fufficiently by the Au- 
thority he exercis'd in depriving me fo long of my 
Liberty, and by the Prince of Baden’s fending to me 
Monfieur Seminiani, Captain of his Highnefs’s own 
Regiment, to fignify to us both, to me that I fhould 
obey the Count of Atco, and to the Count that he 
fhould oblige me to obey him, 
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fr was by Order of the Pringe of Baden that 1 was 
fer ac Liberty at the Time J have mention’d 5 and 
perceiving the ill Condition and Danger of the Place 
encreafe, as the Scafon advanced, I took the freedom 
to write again to his Highnefs, and to make a direct 
Proteftation to him, that I neither could nor would 
be an{werable for the Difgrace that imminently threa- 
zen’d Brifac. Several Months being elaps‘d, the 
Garrifon began to murmur openly at their not being 
paid; when I, to keep my own Regiment at leaift 
within the Bounds of their Duty, fent Kaifer, one of 
my Captains, ro the Regents of the Brifgau at Fri- 
bourg, the 30th of July, to borrow of them 10000 
Florins, not only on my own Word, but on the Ar- 
rears of my Regiment, and the Emperor’s Patrimony. 
But this Propefal being rejected, 1 was oblig’d to 
caufe leaden Moncey to be Coin’d. 

It was then thar the Arrival of the Duke of Bur- 
gundy at Fort Mortier, fhew’d ftill more evidently 
the Danger the Place was in of being es and 
it being no better provided yet for a Siege than when 
I firft enrred it, I wrote to the faid Captain Kai- 
fer at Fribourg, ro go with all Expedition to the 
Court of Vienna, with feveral Letters and Inftructi- 
ons that I fent to him, among which were even 
Blanks fign’d by me for refigning my Regiment and 
leaving Brifac. 

This Captain did not fet out on his Return from 
the Court of Vienna till the 2d of September, not 
being difpatch’d fooner, fo that he could nor come 
back till rhe deplorable Lofs of Brifac, which hap- 
pen’d on the 6th of the fame Month of Seprember. 
He found rhe Count of Arco and I at Rinfeld, and 
deliver’d to the Count a Letter from his Imperial 
Majefty, and one to me from the Council of War, 
in which was inclos’d a Copy of the Emperor's faid 
Letrer; in each of which was contain’d an Article 
that I fiall mention diftinétly in another Place. His 
Majefty in his Letter, order'd that the Place thould 
be defended to the laft Man, taking for granted that 
there was every thing in it neceffary for fuch a De- 
fence : And the other Letter that was directed to me, 
gave me an Authority over the Governour, in Cafe 
that on very fure Grounds, I flould know of any thing 
prejudicial eo bis Imperial Majefty's Service. 

While the Court of Vienna delay’d their Anfwers, 
which, as I have obferv’d, did not come till the Bu- 
fine{s was over; and upon the Appearance of a {pee- 
dy Siege, the Count of Arco wrote at Length to the 
Prince of Baden for fome Cannon, which were then 
at Fribourg, whither they bad been carried from 
Brifac. The Anfwer the Governour receiv’d, and 
which he communicated to me, yet without fhewing 
me the Letter, was, that his Highnefs could not 
take any Cannon out of Fribourg: And tho’ it was 
I, who ar che Inftance, and on the Part of the Count 
of Arco, wrote the Letter, and fubfcrib’d my own 
Name ro it, the Anfwer was not directed to me, 
but (as I was then told) ro the Governour the Count 
of Arco. He cold me his Highnefs had written 
to him, that he could not {pare any Cannon from 

ribourg, that Place being more threaten’d than Bri- 
fac with a Siege. 

The unhappy Hfue did but too well verify, not 
only the Anprehenfion I had of the Siege of Brifac, 
but likewife my Prediction of the very Parts of the 
Fortification that would be attack’d, as being the 
weakeft. 


Londen, April. 23. Laft Saturday came in Letters 
from Sir fohn Leake dated the 31ft of March, from 
on beard tue Hampton Court at Gibralrar, which 
give an Account, That on the 6th of the faid Month 
he fail'd from Lisbon and the oth got in fight of Cape 
Spartel, bur not having Day enough to reaeh Gibyal- 
tar, lay by co prevent being difcover'’d from the Spa- 
nifh Shore, that he might furprize Monficur de Poin- 
tis in the Bay early next Morning ; at about half an 
Hour paft 5 next Morning he was within 2 Miles of 
Cape Cabaritta and difcover’d only 5 Sail making 
out of the Bay. which he chafed, they were the Mag- 
hanime of 74 Guns, the Ardent of 66, the Arrogant 


of 60, the Lis of 86, and the Maiquis of 55. Ac 9 4 
Clock Sir Thomas Dilkes in the Revenge, with 3. 
ther Ships and a Dutch Man of War, got within halt 
a Gun fhot of the Arrogant, which after very little 
refiftahce ftruck ; and before one a clock the Arden 
and Marquis were taken by 2 Dutch Men of War - 
The Lis and Magnanime were run athore to the 
Weftward of Marbella; the latter had Monfieur de 
Pointis on board, and ran afhore with fo much force 
that all her Mafts came by the Board, and only her 
Hull from the Taffril ro the Midthips remain’d above 


Water ; which the Enemy burnt in the Night, and 
the Lis the next Morning. 


The Swallow and Leopard chaced a French Met- 


chant Man of 300 Tons afhore in Malaga Road 
which the Enemy burnt. _ 


The Expedition and Panther likewife chaced a. 
fhore near Cape de Gatte a French Merchant Man 
of 250 Tons and 30 Guns, bound to the Weft-Indies ; 
which the Enemy likewife burnt. The Affurance 
and Bedford took 2 Sattees. 


The reft of the Enemy’s Ships that were at Gibral- 


ter, were driven from their Anchors fome days befor: 
Sir John Leake arriv’d, 

Lhe Enemy before Gibraltar had drawn off fome 
of their Cannon from their Batterrics, and ’twas be. 
lieved would raile the Siege, or turn it into a Blockade,
